The country at large was start -1 
led Tuesday morning lo read in 
the prise dispatches from Wash¬ 
ington ot the sudden demise of 
Associate Justice David Josiah 
Brewer of the I’uited States Su¬ 
preme court, who died at hie resi¬ 
dence in the Capital city of apo¬ 
plexy, at 10:80 o’clock Monday 
night. Judge Brewer was born in 
Asia. He graduated from Yale 
University in 1856, and from the 
Albany (N. Y ) Law School iu 
1858. He received the degree of 
LL. D. from the University of 
Iowa in 1884, Washburn College 
1888, Yale in 1901, University of 
Wisconsin 1900, Wesleyan Univer¬ 
sity 1901, University of Vermont 
1904. He was appointed to the 
Supreme Bench by President Ben¬ 
jamin Harrison to succeed Justice 
Stanley Matthews, taking hia seat 
January 6, 1901. After hia grad¬ 
uation from Albany Law School, 
in 1858, be studied law under hit 
uucle, David Dudley Field, in 
New York, and later eutered upon 
the practice of law at Leavenworth, 
Kansas. There be was made Com¬ 
missioner of the United States Cir¬ 
cuit Court iu 1861, Judge of the 
Probate and Criminal Courts of 
Leavenworth county 1867-70 and 
Judge of the Kansas Supreme 
Court 1870-1884. He was lawyer, 
lecturer and linguist, and always 
popular as an after diouer speaker. 
He was also au author, among bis 
works being “The Pen to the Pul¬ 
pit,” “The Twentieth Century from 
Another Viewpoint,” and “The 
United States a Christian Nation.”

l>o not forget the in eds of the 
body; the social nnd the spiritual 
natures. You must aim to be 
symmetrically developed — body, 
mind and spirit. This trinity 
makes the highest type of cili/eu 
or sell ,lar. 

Have system in y« ur work. The 
words that you miss iu your spell¬ 
ing lesson today, master befoie 
the next lessou; the problem in 
mathematics that bothered y.iu 
today, work out before you sleep. 
Do not let the day pass with duties 
neglected or half done. Don't 
make your notes on single pieces 
of paper and then lose them ; keep 
a book ami note the points of im¬ 
portance in your recitation and 
study the notes and digest the es- 
1 seutials. 

Learn to discrim nate. Do not 
try to do everything. Hick out 
the important things and make 
them yours for all time and drop 
the rest, lie careful find oil the 
I lookout in your studiee for the 
pivotal points, the underlying prin¬ 
ciples, and master them.

Avoid the indifferent, ease-loving 
Companions. Let them go their 
wav of failure, blit keep your path 
upwards, and "hitch your curt to 
a star.” (let into the right sort 
of social, intellectual aud spiritual 
environment, that you may grow 
and not i>ecome dwarfed and 
stunt-d.

Don't be a machine. Do things 
thoughtfully: use your brains. 
Nature expects you to develop 
them by use. Exercise your judg¬ 
ment ; go st it as if you were re¬ 
sponsible tor your acts and not 
your teacher or the cla«s collect¬ 
ively.
